CLEVELAND, April 20.—Advices received 
at the heedqvarters of the Erie road here 
show that in adc.ticr to the death of two 
women anda child in the wreck near Bala- 
manca, the bodies of two men, burned to a 
crisp, have been taken from the day coach. 
Nothing was found by which they could be 
identified. A brakeman on the freight 
named Hotchkiss was also killed. 75 
Investigation shows that the two women 
and the child killed were not from Youngs- 
town, but came over the Pittsburg & Lake 
Erie to the latter city, where they boarded 
the Erie train for Olean. 
The fire department from Salamanca 
reached the scene of the wreck on a spe- 
cial train at 9 o'clock and soon had several 
streams playing on the burning cars. Five 
passenger cars were completely desoroyed. 
The freight train was made up largely of 
cars loaded with hard coal, many of them 
being entirely consumed. 

The wreck occurred during a dense fog, 
the passenger train ‘‘side-stepping’’ the 
freight while the latter was pulling in a 
siding.

MUST SUE FOR CAR FARES 


Judge Tracy Says Conductors May Not 
Have Passengers Arrested for 
Refusal to Pay. 


A street car conductor has no redress 
against a passenger who refuses to pey his 
fare except by a civil action for cents 
damages, unless the passenger in some 
way disturbs the peace, by words or acts, 
Mere refusal to pay is not a disturance 
of the peace in itself nor does it enttle 
the conductor to have the passenger ar- 
rested on such charge. e 

Such is the substance of a decision 
rendered by Judge Tracy of the First Dis- 
trict Police Court on Monday, tn which 
James Dorler, arrested on Saturday, was 
discharged. | 

Dorler boarded a car on Ninth and Pine 
streets. He tendered an Olive street trans- 
fer as his fare. On conductor Brown in- 
sisting that he pay the 5-cent fare, he re- 
fused. The conductor ejected the man 
from the car and then had him arrested 
for disturing the peace.

Bless his little heart, said Mrs. Un- 
ruhe, an erysipelas patient, I pretty nearly 
scared the little chap into fits the day he 
came in. You see I have my face painted 
black every day, and they don't paint it 
all over, so I guess I look Mke a fright. 
When little Dannie saw me he made a 
grand rush and dove under a bed at the 
end of the ward, and he wouldn't come out 
till the nurse went and told him I was only 
sick. He thought I was a bugaboo.”’ 


Nurses Dread | 
„Little Tartars.” 
Two “little Tartars’” who make life in- 


teresting for the nurse are Johnnie and 
Jimmy Bly. They are brothers, and they 
start every day with a fight. They sleep 
in the same bed, and the one waking first 
punches the other till he tis aroused. 
Then they lie in bed and make faces at 
each other. One particular face always 
gets Jimmy, the younger of the two, ex- 
cited, and he starts to punch his broth- 
er's head. Then the fight rages as they 
race about the yard until the nurses or 
details stop them. Jimmy is always wan- 
dering out of the ward, and wherever he 
oes there is soon something doing in 
he line of trouble. He climbs up on 
chairs to investigate the medicines, and 
usually finishes by falling off and break- 
ing a medicine glass or two. 

An aristocrat among the children is little 
Joseph Porter, who refuses to play or have 
anything to do with the other children. 
He has several playthings which his mother 
brought him, and ‘when the other children 
come aroun his cot he puts away his 
treasures and looks at the intruder with a 
quiet, questioning look that generally puts 
the visitor out of countenance. 

All the children in the hospital are not 
so happy as the dozen in the contagious 
ward, and one of the saddest is little Mi- 
chael Ellis, who was brought in from the 
Fou.th District police station. 

He is only 8 years old and since his 
mother was taken to the asylum Mike and 
his brother Steve have been trying to live 
on $2 a week, which Steve earned by work- 
ing in a chair factory, stripping cane for 
the chair bottoms. They had no place to 
sleen except in tenement house hallways. 

Mike cut hfs hand on some broken 
glass a few days ago, and has a well 
defined case of blood poisoning, for which 
he is being treated. When he gets well 
both he and his brother will be taken 
to an orphanage. 

Most of the children come to the insti- 
tution accompanied by their mothers, and 
this relieves the nurses of much of the 
care of the children. 

Those whose parents are outside the 
institution are not forgotten, as the daily 
gifts of fruit and playthings show. Most 
of the parents are in such circumstances 
that even the dime’s worth of fruit is 
paid for only by the greatest self de- 
nial.

“LAW OF 1878” CONSTRUED. 


Obligation to Pay on Lapsed Policies 
Only Extends to Old Line 


Companies. 

For the first time the law of 1878 re- 
garding the obligation of Ife insurance 
companies to apply money paid on lapsed 
policies to the payment of premiums was 
thoroughly interpreted by the United States 
Court of Appeals Monday in the case of 
the appeal of the Mutual Reserve Life In- 
Surance Co. against Caroline Roth, who 
in the lower federal court had obtained 
ju ent for $10,000. 

Adam Roth, insured for $10,000, died after 
his payment of premiums had lapsed. Un- 
der the statute of 1878 attorneys for the 
widow contended the company must apply 
the net value of the poner to the payment 
of premiums and that insurance should 
continue until the net value of the policy 
was consumed. 8 

In reversing the lower court, the Court 
of Appeals through Justice Thayer declares 
that the law of 1878 is applicable only to 
old line Ute companies and not to term 
policies. In term policies, the decision ex- 
Plains, only the running expenses of the 
company are obtained by premiums, while 
in the endowment policies the running ex- 
— — plus a reserve are paid by policy 
olders. The case was reversed and re- 
manded.

If it is not 
stopped the women of this country and 
race will be degraded within 50 years.“

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IS BEAUTY ON THE WANE? 


A Glance at Old

World Standards. 


OOKING at the pictures and minia- 
tures of a bygone age, one often 
wonders whether beauty is a fact or 

a question of opinion. 


Beauty is regarded now from a much 
more practical point of view, and there are 
many who declare that the beauty of to- 
day does not bear comparison with that 
of the past. and that while the standard of 
good looks, from the improvement in dress, 
deportment, and other adjuncts, may be 
more general, the individual cases of as- 
tounding and glorious beauty are more 
rare. : 


There is no doubt, however, that while 
those who remember bygone generations 
have the same experience as ourselves, and 
only know of a limited period, it is to pic- 
tures that we must look to form an opin- 
ion as to whether the standard of beauty 
in the world today is less or more than 
900 years ago. The pictures of the women of 
those days do not impress us with a high 
standard of what we consider beauty. 
They are all more or less of a manly type, 
and do not convey any idea of the delicacy 
and refinement we associate with real fem- 
inine beauty. 


We hear of the beauties of the beginning 
of thre last century and of the early Vic- 
torian age, but they fail to impress us with 
any sense of the dignity and beauty of 
their predecersors. There is a mawkish- 
hess, a sentimentality, a bread-and-butter 
atmosphere pervading all the pictures that 
are in existence, and one emerges with a 
sigh of relief into the renaissance of today, 
if the beauty of women short, 
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lone of that day it is impossible to exag- 
gerate, for, though the beauty of the 
women they painted was of a high stand- 
ard, it was e need by the prevailing 
fashion of the e and to it we owe, in 
a great measuré, our conception of the 
beauty of the women of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. The wonfen of our day have not de- 
teriorated or loc the charm of their grand- 
mothers of e earlier generations, 
but there ig. not the same beauty 
in the early Victorian era, and it 
is, we belie, cause the  fagh- 
ion was ugly, grotesque and unbecoming 
to the highest degree. The long waists, 
the crinolines: the poke bonnets and be- 
flounced skirts would have ruined the 
beauty of a Yenus, while the ringlets, the 
bandeaux a chignons utterly destroyed 
the beauty ang shape of every head and 
the hair whieh covered t. The old saying, 
„beauty unadorned,” is surely out of date; 
for, though that which is so superlative 
as to defy criticism is independent of any 
of the adventitious adjuncts of dress, there 
is an average of good looks which is not 
in so unassailable a position, and the beau- 
ty of a period is enhanced or spoiled by the 
fashion of the day, of which the women 
of the early Victorian era are an example.

Court of Appeals Decides They Are 
Responsible for Acts of Irre- 
sponsible Officials, 

On the right of a railroad official to 
sign a pass or to give permit to ride on 


a freight train a decision was made by 
the United States Court of Appeals Mon- 
day in the case of Benjamin Dysart vs. 
the M., K. & T. Railroad. 

Dysart is a surgeon at Paris, Mo. A 
case at Higbee, a town nearby, required 
his immediate presence. 

Dysart got the station agent to obtain 
3 for him to ride on a freight 
train 

The permit, it afterward dev eloped, was 
signed by the trainmaster, whereas, ac- 
cording to company rules, only a general 
superintendent could issue such a per- 
mit. Dysart, standing on the rear plat- 
form of the caboose, was injured by a 
sudden jolt which thew him off back- 
ward. He sued for $7590 but Judge 
Adams instructed for the defendant be- 
cause the permit was signed by an offi- 
cial having no authority to sign it. 

The court of appe als holds that Dysart 
did not know the trainmaster had in- 
sufficient authority. Decision reversed 
and remanded.
